1 . (currcnlly amended) A solid, sclf-bioadhcsivc composition lor topical application that 
adlieres to oral mucosal tissue comprising: 

(a) a ih^rajxnitic^ en'cctivc feieacttve amount of at least one ay^enl s el ected from the 
group of herbal an d homeo n athic active agent age nts and dn ias, 

wherein th e herbal an d homeopa th ic agents i trc selected from the group consisting of 
bioactive herbs, herbal extracts, tinctures, essential oils, and mixtures thereof or on ag e nt and 

t he drufgs are selected from the group consisting of analgesics, anti-innammatories, 
antihistamines, antigens, steroids other than anti-inftamnmatories, ant imicrobial drug gs, vitamins, 
enzymes, antipyretics, antimalarial drugs, antiulcer drugs, peptides, and combinations thcnx>f» 
wher e in th e a gent is pre ^ wn t in a hom eopathi c amount, w hi ch is l e ss than a t herap cuticQUy 
clTectiv e anrH Htnt; and 

(b) a pharmaceutical ly acceptable solid bioadhestve carrier co mprising a 
mucoadhesive s ynt hetic polvca rbo xylic acid poly mer in an amount from about 40 to 99 percent 
based on the weight of the whole composition in a form suitable for administration and adhesion 
to the oral mucoscu 

2. (previously presented) The solid composition of claim 1 wherein the composhion is 
in the form of a disc of 2 to 1 5 mm diameter and 0.4 to 2.3 mm thick thai adheres to the oral 
mucosal tissue lor at least 30 minutes. 
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3. (previously presenlcd) llie st>lid composition of claim 1 where Ihc composition is in 
the Ibrm of a disc 5 to 1 1 mm in diameter and 1 to 2 mm thick with tissues udhercncc of at Jeasi 
1 hour. 

4. (previously presented) The composition ofclaim 1 wherein the herbal active agent is 
selected from the group consisting of anii-inllammatory, analgesic, antiaching, anesthetic, 
antimicrobial, antifungal, antiseptic, antiviral, antibiotic, antiparasile agents, and combinations 
thereof.

6. (currently amended) The composition of claim 1 wherein the herbal activ e ag e nt or 
and homeopathic agem4s age nts arc selected from the group consisting of Echinacea, Salvia 
ofTicinsilis, Hypericum, MyrrK Camphoria, Uncaria, menthol, Plantago, Baptisia, Calendula, 
Phytolacca, Catechu black, Conellowcr, Kramcria, Tsuga, grape fruit seed extract, Rosmarinus, 
Styrax, Crataegus, Glyccrrhiza, Angelica, Kranrwrica, Matricaria, Mallow, Propolis, Sage, 
berberinc trom hydrastLs canadensis L,, plant family Bcrbcridaccae, gentian Irom the 
gentianaccae family of plants lor the treatment of fungal infections, monoterpenes of three 
unsaturalions. Taraxacum extract, Lonicera flower extract, Scutellaria root extract, Offfdenia fruit 
extract, Pulsatilla root extract, Pueraria root extract, Radix gentianae Longdancao antifungal 
agent, and combinations thereof. 

7. (previously presented) The composition ofclaim 1, wherein the herbal active agent is 
an essential oil selected from the group consisting of cilronella oil, lemon oil, citron oil, pomelo 
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peel oil ccdarwood oil, juniper berries oil, lemon basil oil, Rosmarinus officinalis oil, cinnamon 
oil, cajeput oil, eucalyptus oil^ TenncI oil, geranium oil, giroUc oil, lavcndar oil, clove oil, 
spearmint oil myrile oil, orcgano oil pine oil rosemary oil sarrieilc oil thyme oil tea-tree oil 
and combinations thereof. 

8. (previously presented) The composition ofclaim 7, wherein the herbal active agent is 
an essential oil selected from the group consisting oFcinnamon oil tea-tree oil cHronella oil and 
combinations thereof. 

9. (previously presented) The composition of claim 6, wherein the herbal active agent 
comprises at least one monotcrpcne with three unsaturations. 

10. (previously presented) The composition ofclaim I, wherein the herbal active agent 
is an essential oil and tlie essential oil is a natural or synthetic mixture consisting of limoncnc 
and at least one myrccnc, a-ptnene, Ivpinenc, and sabincne characterized in thai at least 60% by 
weight of the mixture is limonene. 

1 1. (previously presented) The composition ofclaim 9, wherein the monotcrpcne with 
throe unsaturations is a citrus oil selected from the gn>up consisting of lemon oil pomelo oil 
citron oil, and combinations thereoH 

12. (previously presented) The composition ofclaim 1 , further comprising a salt 
selected from the group consisting of MgR^z, NaCl KCl and mixtures thereof.

16. (previously presented) The composition ofclaim 15, wherein the agent is selected 
from the group consisting of at least one base or acid-addition salt of procaine, tidocaine, 
prilocaine, mepivacainc, dyclonine, dibucaine, bcnzoeaine^ chloroprocainc, tctriicaine^ 
bupivacaine* and etidocaine. 

17. (previoiLsIy presented) 'ITie composition of claim 15, wherein the non-herbal active 
agent is selected from the group consisting of at least one base or acid-addition salt of 
dexamcthasonc, triamcinolone^ hydrocortisone, amphotericine B, nystatin, itraconazole, 
chlorhexidinc, quatcmsu-y ammonium salts, parabcns, and dextranase en>:ymcs.

19. (previously presented) The composition of claim I, wherein the active agent consists 
of a mixture of natural or synthetic monoterpenes with three unsaturations selected from the 
group consisting of limonene, myrcene, pinencs, sabinene, and terpinene. 

20* (previously presented) The composition of claim 1 5 comprising a citron oil and 
C-amallitc salt at a ratio between 1:10 and 1:1. 
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21. (previously prescnled) The compt^sition of claim 15 comprising a cilronoil and 
C^imallite salt at a ratio between 1:10 and 1 : 1 and a local anesthetic selected from the group 
consisting oflidocaine, benzocainc, and bupivccame, 

22. (currently amendtsd) The composition of claim 1, wherein the solid bioadhesivc 
carrier is selected from the group consisting of a natur al, semiwynth e l io or crosslinked synthetic 
pelyhydri c polym e r, a p olycarboxylic acid polymer and mixtures thereof 

23. (currently amended) The composition of claim 02 1 wherein the polyhydr -ic polymer 
is a cop oly mer of one o r mor e polymers selected from the group consisting of hydroxypropyl 
cellulose, hydroxypropyl melhylccllulose, hydroxyethylccllulose, carb^>xymethyl cellulose, 
dextran, ambinogalactan, pullulan, guar-gum, hyaluronic acid, pectins, starch derivatives, acrylic 
acid polymers, polymer of acrylic acid esters, acrylic acid c i^polymefs? polymers of vinyl 
alcohols, alkoxy polymers, polyethylene oxide polymers, polyethers and combinations thereof. 

24. (previously presented) The composition of claim 1 further comprising an excipicnt 
selected from the group consisting of fillers, tableting excipicnta. lubricants, enhancers, flavors, 
taste-masking agents, pi 1 controlling compounds, dyen, siabiliyx;rs, en:icyrac inhibitors, and 
mixtures thereof 

25. (previously presented) The composition of claim 24 wherein the enhancers are 
selected from the group a>nsisting of bile acids and limoncnc. 

26. (currently amended) ITic composition ofclaim 22 wherein the solid bioadhesive 
carrier is selected from polyacrylic acid polymers lightly crosslinked with a pt>Iymer selected 
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from the group consisting of polyaikcnyl polycthcr, csirboxymeLhylceullosc. 
hydroxymcthylccllulosc, and mixtures ihcrcofl 
Claims 27-37. (ciinceled) 

38. (previously presented) The composition of claim 1, wherein the composition has a 
surface area ranging from about 0.4 to about 3 cm^. 
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
